H HE fact it being recogniied more and more by acientiets that 
our civilization ia in a constant flow, like s river the current i 
of which it ever changing. Yet one of the greatest obstacles | 
with which Socialists have to contend is the potion that what¬ 
ever is, must be the immutable order of nature. Becau.Mt the 
voge system has prevailed a.a far bock as any one can remember, (leoplc 
fancy that this system constitutes the necessarv' condition for civilized j 
society. Social-Democrats say this is a fundamental error, and history | 
proves it 

The present state of things grew out of feudalism and serfdom, 
which followed a system of master and slave. 

In the ancient states there was no wage system, theri* was slavery. 
The master was the absolute lord of the persons of his slaves, of the 
soil, and of the instrumetata of labor, which then were crude and 
simple. 

Serfdom constitutes the next great stage. Tlie lords of the soil 
were the dominant class, but the workers of the soil were personally ‘ 
free, although attached to the soil where they were bom. Xnw this 
second stage, although far below our civilization, was at any rate much 
above chattel slavery. j 

Rut the progress of mankind demanded another step, and that was j 
capitalism. This was unknown during thb former periods of tl.e world | 
—which had wealth but not capital. This third stage of the develop- i 
ment of our race has given occasion for the rise of a elate of exploiters ' 
unknown to any of the former civilizations. Our plutocracy, our in- i 
dustrial, commercial and moneyed aristocracy are now the masters of I 
all production in all civilized countries on whose good will, or rather, | 
upon whose profits, the laboring people of the world depend for a living. 

.\nd all these evils arc heightene<i by cut-throat competition, 
which not onlv forces Wage-workers into a struggle to see who shall ; 
live and who shall starve, but which also compels the employers to pay 
as little for their labor as possible. 

But the laborers ar« by no means the only sufferers. The small 
employers and the small merchants are jtut a.s much victims of that i 
cruel kind of competition as the wage-workers. The' fierce competition i 
lessens the profit on each article, and that must be eompensated for 
by gre.-'ter numbers of tliem being produced and sold; that is, the i 
cheaper the goods, the more capital is required. > i 

Precisely then, for the same reason that the mechanic with his own i 
shop and working on his own account has disappeared in the struggle 
between hand-work and machine;work, for the same reason the small 
employers with their little machinery, their small capital, and their | 
little stock of goods ore being driven from the fields by the trnsts. j 
Oa *->0101 order or rather social disorder may fitly be eompared i 
to a ladder of whidt the middle rounds are being tom away o'ne by one. | 
And this absorption of the smaller fortunes by the large ones is much < 
hastwod by the industrial crises, called “panics,” which make their i 
appearance every fifteen or twenty years. < 

The principle involved in “trusts” is the principle of co-ofiera- ^ 
tion ins-ead of competition—bnt it is the oo-operatian of capitalist.v I 
only, not the co-operation of the people, 'nic object of a “trust” is I' 
greater regularity V>f production, ateadineas of price and a uniform sys- ^ 
tepi of erwt.

A correspondent who is well meaning and very religions puts 
the inquiry whether it is not the decline of religion which 
Kgjaj has j'nllcd down the workingman and has made him tha 
living appendage of the machine. 

1 say no. 

It is the capitalistic motle of production which degrades the work¬ 
ingman to a living apjrendage of the machine, and compels him to sacri¬ 
fice bis human dignity to capitalistic profit. 

.And religion or irreligion has. nothing to do with it. 
The capitalistic mode of production agrees just as well with 
■Tiidaism as with the Chinese religion. It fits to Christianity as to ma¬ 
terialistic liberalism. I have never heard of any church or any reli¬ 
gious body, that has condemned the protiiiction of surplus value at tha 
ezpense of the well-being of the laboring class as irreligious and in¬ 
compatible with its creed. 

However bitterly .Tews, Chrisfians, heathens and the so-called free¬ 
thinkers may contend together on matters of faith, their social faidi 
(if they belong to the upper cla.ssj is the same. It consists of this one 
article:—The Capitalistic form of society is the best we can have, and 
the only one which has any right to existence. 

The majority of people who live hy the labor of the masses And 
therefore participate in the degradation of the workingmen, and yet 
feel quite comfortable and satisfied, belong to some religious body 
or church. But even those who are “free-tHinkers” obey the same so¬ 
cial laws which control all capitalistie societyv They make all they 
can out of their workingmen, just like the Christians and Jews. 

Surplus value and profit have nothing to do with religious dogma. 
They fit in well with any one of these creetls. 

•And this cannot be otherwise. 

I.s>t us take 'a most Chriflian c-ipitalist for instance. 

If he expetts a return from his capital on which he can lire, ho 
must invest it profitably. Suppose ho invests it in railway ttock, 
which pars him dividends, or in a factory which .yields him a profit, 
or in a business adiich brings him gain. Workin^ea are continually 
necessary to product the surplus value which the capitalist receives as 
dividends, profit, gain, ground rent. Workmen must be made use of 
so that the capitni may be employed and furnish the owner with an 
income. 

Bnt the conditions under which the workmen are used ara 
not at all created by the individual capitalist or employer. These con¬ 
ditions depend upon the state of the labor market, and the general re¬ 
lations of production. 

The most Christian emplo.ver can pay no more than the heatbea, 
the free-thinker or the Jew. 

Ijet na suppose the case that a philanthropic manufacturer aboold 
try to pay his workmen much higher wages and insure them other 
favorable conditions of labor which they do not have in other plaoea 
What would be tlio inevitable consequence? Unleas the.good man sold 
some sort of a monopoly article, he would no longer be a match for 
competition. He would' soon—very soon, too se e Wore him the altar- 
native of eKher paying his workmen as poorly u his campatHora pay 
theirs, or winding up bia business.

And if this goes on, and recording to all natural consequences it 
nnat go on. for all the great capital wants to be invested, then in a 
very abort time we iholl find most of our industries co^ucted by 
“trnata” from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 

Bat these phenomena have also another meaning. They bring be- 
fbrt the public mind the question whether we are to have organized 
eapitol or organized production? For it it perfectly evident that we 
must in the future hare organized business action of some sort. Shall 
vre have it for the capitalists only, or for the whole people? 

In other words the “trusti” prepare the public mind for Socialism. 

If oar “ftatMmen”-Were lest blind to the logic of events which 
are puohing na with railroad speed toward a total and abrupt xcvolo- 
tioD, they might bring about s-state of Socialism gradually and peace- 
abl y by a series of measures, each consistently dcreloping itself ont 
of the previous ones. They might begin from two poles of society. 

Thus, it is now proposed, even by very conservative neople, to 
take the telegraph system and the railroads and the mines of our coun¬ 
try under government control and own '.hem like car postoiBce deport¬ 
ment 

Suppose this measure is realized, os ii. is srice V- in the near 
future. 

Then do likewise with our express business, our ttesm and sailing 
veraels and our mines, and thus onward. 

Absorb the Standard Oil Company, the streel trust and every 
other trust and on&great enterprise aftn another as quickly as possible. 

And so from the other pole. 

Why could not cities begin by taking under their control and 
operating their m works, and eleotric li^t railway and telephone 
plants? And why ahonld they not operate their baL-rrivM and drug 
stores? Let cities furnish to-their citizens fuel in winter and ioe in 
snmmer. 

For gre these things not just u essential to public health as water? 

Then let them also furnish all the milk, and flour and the meat 
needed. For the millers of the country have a trust now, and a few 
big packers furnish the meat to the butchers. Yes, and let the dtr 
take durge of the liijnor traffic, ao that Milwaukee would have more 
reading rooms and fewer drinking places—we have 2,600 saloons at 
present. 

And furthermore, let the city -furnish all the school books and at 
least one meal a day, free of charge, to all the children, not only 
the poor, and clothes to such as are neelly. 

I do not say, nor even think, that the social qneetion will be solved 
in thif manner, our people are neither wise nor peaceable enough to 
do it .And tome of oU? Socialists ore just about as lunatic in tha^
